In the junior three-year-old class, King of the Pon- 
tiacs again leads in fat production of daughters, but’ is 
second in average yield of milk. The average fat pro- 
duction of the daughters of King of the Pontiacs is more 
than 2.3 pounds in excess of those of his nearest competi- 
tor, Colantha Johanna Lad. 

Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad takes first place 
for average milk production of daughters in seven days. 
The average is 444.2 pounds and is approximately nine 
pounds higher than that for the daughters of King of the 
Pontiacs. The daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad rank 
third in milk production and are followed closely by those 
of De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d.

King of the Pontiacs again heads the list in the senior 
three-year-old class for average fat production, but is fol- 
lowed very closely by Colantha Johanna Lad whose seven 
daughters average but .16 pound less than those of the 
former sire. In this table Homestead Girl De Kol Sar- 
castic Lad comes up to third place with an average for 
his daughters of 16.751 pounds of fat. Pontiac Korndyke 
again takes fourth place. 

The daughters of Colantha Johanna Lad exceed the 
daughters of any other sire for milk production in this 
class with an average of 487.7 pounds. Those of De Kol 
2d’s Butter Boy 3d are second and those of King of the 
Pontiacs, third.

In the junior four-year-old class the daughters of King 
of the Pontiacs exceed those of Pontiac Korndyke in 
average fat production by .165 pounds. They have a con. 
siderably smaller milk yield, however. The daughters of 
Paul Beets De Kol come up to third place in Table XVII, 
but are closely followed by those of Hengerveld De Kol. 

Colantha Johanna Lad takes fifth place for fat pro- 
duction of daughters, but he takes first for milk yield. His 
eight daughters in this class average over 500 pounds of 
milk in seven days. The daughters of Homestead Girl De 
Kol Sarcastic Lad are second in milk production and those 
of Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad are third.

In the ptevious tables we have seen King of the 
Pontiacs at the head in nearly all cases, but here he 
takes fourth place.

The aged cow class presents some very interesting 
data since a comparatively large number of daughters of 
each sire is considered. The daughters of King of the 
Pontiacs are first in fat production. They fave an 
average of more than one pound to their credit in excess 
of the fat production of the daughters of Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad, which rank second. 

In milk production the daughters of Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Johanna Lad rank first. The average daily milk 
yield of his 41 daughters is 81 pounds. The average milk 
yield of five of the sires is above 500 pounds in seven 
days. The daughters of Pontiac Korndye also average 
nearly 500 pounds in seven days. The daughters of Lord 


Netherland De Kol average approximately five pounds. 


of fat less than those of King of the Pontiacs. 


In summing up the above facts we find that King of . 


the Pontiacs stands first in all but the senior two-year- 
old and senior four-year-old classes for the production 
of fat of daughters. In the former class he stands sec- 
ond to Paul Beets De Kol, but we are reluctant to give 
him second place since only one daughter of Paul Beets 
De Kol is considered. 

Colantha Johanna Lad is second in the junior and 
senior three-year-old classes and also in the aged cow 
class. He is third in the junior two-year-old, but first im 
the senior four-year-old class. He has the highest milk 
yielding daughters in all but the senior two-year-old, 
junior three-year-old and aged classes. In the aged cow 
class the milk yield of his daughters is the second highest. 

Pontiac Korndyke is second in the junior four-year- 
old class, third in the senior two-year-old, senior four- 
year-old and aged classes, and fourth in both of the 


three-year-old classes. His daughters do not rank higher 


than fifth in any of the classes for milk production. 

Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad and Homestead 
Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad rank fairly high for milk pro- 
duction of daughters. Those of the former are first im 
milk yield in the aged class, second in the senior four- 
year-old class, and third in the senior two-year-old and 
junior four-year-old classes. The daughters of the latter 
sire are first in the junior three-year-old class, second im 
the junior four-year-old class, and third in the age 
class. 
Hengerveld De Kol ranks second for the production 
of butterfat in the junior two-year-old and senior four- 
year-old-classes and third in the junior three-year-o 
class. Lord Netherland De Kol takes last place’ for alt 
classes in both milk and fat production. 
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In order to have a more accurate method of judging 
sires than by the number of A. R. O. daughters or even 
the number of high record daughters or percentage of 
high record daughters, Prof. W. E. Carrol of the Utah 
Experiment Station worked out a system of rating which 
would tend to overcome the disadvantages. The system 
is discussed in Bulletin 153 of the Utah station. 

Each tested daughter of a sire was given a rating. 
This was done by considering the age requirement of the 
association as 100 per cent. If a daughter in the junior 
two-year-old class produced 7.2 pounds of fat she was 
given a rating of 100 per cent. If she produced 108 
pounds she was given a rating of 150 per cent. A cow in 
the aged class which had produced 18 pounds of fat would 
also be rated at 150 per cent. The average rating of all 
of the A. R. O. daughters of a sire, would be considered 
the rating of the sire. 

Although the Carrol system of comparing the value 
of sires to the breed has many advantages, it is not with- 
out fault. First, it considers only the daughters which 
have made the Advanced Registry. This is also one of 
the disadvantages of the other methods we have used. 
Second, it does not consider the breeding or producing 
ability of the dams of the daughters. Third, it does not 
consider the age of the sire himself nor the length of 
time he has been used. Fourth, it does not consider the 
number of daughters given a chance to make records far 
above the requirements for entry into the Advanced Reg- 
istry. 

Sn Table XX the century sires are rated according to 
the records of their daughters found in the 28th volume 
of the Blue Book. The method used was shorter than 
that described above, but was on the same principle. The 
total records of the daughters in a class were divided by 
the requirements for the respective classes. These quo- 
tients were the total rating of all daughters in each class. 
The quotients were then added and this total divided by 
the total number of A. R. O. daughers of a-sire. The last 
quotient was the average rating of all daughters of a sire 
and was taken as the rating of that sire. 

To illustrate, suppose the total records of 10 junior 
two-year-old daughters of a sire is 108 pounds of fat. 
When this is divided by the requirement for the class, 7.2 
pounds, we have the total rating for the class. We could 
now. get the average individual rating for each class, but 
by adding the totals of all classes and dividing the grand 
total by the number of daughters in all classes, we at 
once obtain the average rating of all. This is then taken 
as the rating of the sire.

In this table we find King of the Pontiacs leading 
by a wide margin. In fat production his daughters aver- 
age over per cent above the requirements for entry 
into the Advanced Registry. When we consider the large 
number of daughters concerned in calculating this rating, 
it must be granted that this sire excels the other century 
sires by far for seven-day fat production of daughters. We 
shall later see how they compare in yearly work. 

Colantha Johanna Lad stands second with a rating 
of 172. If fractions were considered we would find thar 
he exceeds Pontiac Korndyke by only one-fifth of a point. 
Hengerveld De Kol takes fourth place with a rating ot 
167. Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad is fifth; De 
Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d, sixth; and Paul Beets De Kol 
seventh. We recall that his senior two-year-old daughter 
exceeded the daughters of King of the Pontiacs in her class 
for average fat production. She would rate nearly 200 
per cent, whereas the average rating of all of the daugh- 
ters of Paul Beets De Kol is but 152. Here is further 
evidence that the value of a sire should not be judged by 
the production of a few exceptional daughters. Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad is eighth in the above table. 
These data show that in the light of modern methods ot 
breeding, developing and testing cattle: a sire ought to 
rate at least 150 per cent. Ot 

Holstein enthusiasts have often been criticised by the 
other breeds for placing so much emphasis on seven-day 
tests rather than on yearly work. In the past few years 


they have met these criticisms ‘squarely by developing the 
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greatest long-distance producers the world has ever 
known. The present world’s record is held by a Holstein, 
Duchess Skylark Ormsby, who produced in 365 days, 
1,205.09 pounds of fat equal to 1,506.36 pounds of 80 per 
cent butter. 

All of the century sires are credited with having one 
or more daughters with a yearly record. Lord Netherland 
De Kol has but one daughter with a yearly record, where- 
as King of the. Pontiacs has 36. 

In the following table the century sires are listed ac- 
cording to the average yearly fat production of their 


daughters. The number tested is also given.

In this table no, consideration is given to the ages at 
which the yearly records were made. We note that Hen- 
gerveld De Kol leads with an average production for his 
daughters of 686.219 pounds of fat. This is the average 
of six records, one of which was made by a junior two- 
year-old and the remainder by aged animals. Paul Beets 
De Kol is second in the table with an average of 668.790 
pounds of fat from four daughters, one of which made her 
record as a three-year-old; the others made their records 
as aged animals. Colantha Johanna Lad stands fourth 
Of the ten yearly record daughters only one made her 
record as a two-year-old, five made their records as three- 
year-olds, three as four-year-olds, and one as an aged cow. 

Pontiac Korndyke has five yearly record daughters, 
two of which made their records in the two-year-old form 
Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad has three, none of which 
made their records in either the two- or three-year-old 
form.- Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic Lad has 18 
yearly record daughters, 10 of which made their records 
as two-year-olds. King of the Pontiacs has 36 yearly rec- 
ord daughters. Of these 32 made their records as two- 
year-olds, and have a higher average by far than the two- 
year-olds of any other century sire. De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d has nine yearly record daughters, six of whick 
made their records as two-year-olds. The daughter ot 
pase Netherland De Kol made her record in the aged 
orm. ; 

It is obvious that a comparison of the century sires on 
the basis of yearly fat production of daughters irrespec- ~ 
tive of the ages at which the records were made would be 
unjust to those whose daughters made their records in the 
early period of their lives. We have, therefore, rated these 
sires in Table XXII by a method similar to that used in 
the seven-day rating. The requirements for entry of a 
semi-official record into the Advanced Register of Blue 
Book was taken as 100 per cent. The requirement for a 
cow which was exactly two years of age on the day of 
last calving is 250.5 pounds fat; and for each day she may 
exceed two years of age at the last calving the require- 
ment is increased one-tenth of a pound. At five years of 
age a cow must, therefore, produce 360 pounds of fat. 
When an animal reaches the age of five years, no further 
increase is required. 

Instead of rating the daughters according to age 
classes and having one requirement for a class as was done 
in the seven-day rating, each of the yearly record daugh- 
ters was rated individually. If an animal was exactly two 
years of age at the time of calving and produced 250.5 
pounds of fat during 365 days (or less), of that lactation 
period, she was rated at 100 per cent. If she produced over 
that amount she was rated accordingly. The exact age ot 
all daughters was considered in the yearly rating of their 
sires. The individual ratings of all daughters of a sire 
were averaged and this average was then considered the 
rating of that sire. In Table XI the century sires are 
listed according to the average yearly rating of their 
daughters.

A study of these leading records from the standpoint 
of distribution by- states shows New York with a com- 
manding lead having nine out of 14 leaders for butter pro- 


duction and six out of 14 for milk production. The fol- 
lowing table gives the summary:

Of special interest is the fact that New York in this 
report has better than a majority of the whole list of lead- 
ers, also that one of the class leaders for the year comes 
from the state of Texas. 

Report No. 1, covering the period from May lst 
to June 21st, is remarkable in having more 30-pound rec- 
ords than any other report from the Advanced Registry 
office has ever contained. No less than 45 different 30- 
pound records are reported, of which 34 are new additions 
to the 30-pound list and 11 are repeaters. Four of the 
number make over 40 pounds, including a 43-pound nine- 
year-old, a 43-pound senior four-year-old, a 42-poynd 
and a 40-pound junior four-year-old. 

The full-aged class with 31 30-pound records is headed 
by Leafy Dawn De Kol with the splendid production of 
43.19 pounds. 

In second place comes the Canadian cow, Korndyke 
Queen De Kol 6th with 37.26 pounds butter and 781.5 
pounds milk. Her 30-day record of 150.96 is the leading 
30-day milk record being only one pound behind the leader. 

The world’s champion 12-year-old, Canary Paladin 
Vale, is here officially reported with 35.36 pounds butter, 
828.5 pounds milk, the milk record being not only a world’s 
record for her age, but the leading 30-day milk record for 
the year. 

The list of 30-pound cows in the full-aged class in- 
cludes a 35-pound daughter for King Segis, a 34-pound 





daughter for Prince Hengerveld Pietje, a 33-pound daugh- 
ter for King Lyons, a 31-pound daughter for King Pon. 
tiac Champion and 30-pound daughters for Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad King Aaggie Segis, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld 
De Kol and two for Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka. 

Tilly Alcartra is here officially reported with a record. 
made 105 days after calving of 748.9 pounds, 29.6 pounds 
butter. She is on the way to a new world’s record for 
milk production in the yearly division. The leading senior 
four-year-old and, in fact, the leading seven-day producer 
for the year thus far is T: tie Queen De Kol 2d with 43,29 
pounds. Her milk production of 639.2 pounds is also the 
leading milk record of her class for the year. She is the 
second daughter of her dam, Tietje Queen De Kol to make 
better than 42 pounds in seven days. 

__ The junior four-year-old class brings out two 40-pound 
heifers both averaging better than 100 pounds milk per 
day; the leader, Idleaze Pontiac Lass, a daughter of King 
of the Pontiacs, makes 42.5 pounds butter from 715.5 
pounds milk, while Verona De Kol Beets with 40.14 
pounds butter is slightly ahead for milk with 720.1 pounds, 
This class also brings out another 30-pound daughter for 
King Aagg’e Segis. 

In the senior three-year-old class, the leader is Julia 
Betsey Pontiac, a daughter of the coming young sire, 
Cornucopia Korndyke Pontiac, her figures being 36.49 
pounds, which places her well up among the leaders in 
her class. 

The leading 30-day record in this class is made by S. 
F. K. P. 6th Mechthilde, a daughter of Spring Farm King 
Pontiac 6th. Her figures are 125.86 pounds. 

_ The leading milk producer for both seven and 30 days 
in the senior three-year-old class is Beauty Beets Segis, 
a daughter of King Segis Pontiac Count. Her figures for 
seven days are 651.9 pounds and in 30 days 2,611 pounds. 

The junior three-year-old class brings out a new 
champion for New England in Marion Clover Blossom 
3d with 33.43 pounds butter in seven days, 137.96 pounds 
in 30 days. This 30-day record is the third largest ever 
made in her class and would have won first prize in the 
past year. 

The senior two-year-old class is headed by another 
daughter of Tietje Queen De Kol, the only 42-pound cow 
having two 40-pound daughters. This heifer, Glen Alex 
Tweede De Kol, becomes the third 30-pound daughter for 
her dam, with a record of 30.99 pounds at 2 years ll 
months. Her sire is a son of the first 44-pound cow. 

In second place comes North Country Ladoga Dutch- 
land Alice with 26.23 pounds completing the official work 
of the world’s record pair of twin two-year-olds, her twin 
sister making over 31 pounds. Her 30-day record of 105.38 
pounds is the leading record of the year. 

There are a splendid string of other two-year-olds in 
this class including a 25-pound heifer by King Segis Pon- 
tiac Alcartra. 

Georgie Pontiac 2d, a California heifer, leads for 
seven-day milk production with 636.2 pounds which would 
have won her first place for the past year. No less than 
seven heifers in this class produce 500 pounds milk. 

The junior two-year-old class is led by the Canadian 
heifer, Avon Belle De Kol Pontiac 2d with 25.51 pounds. 

The leading milk producer in seven days is the Texas 
heifer, Agatha Pietertje Butter Maid with 486.1 pounds. 
This is.a remarkable showing for the south. 


Long-Time Tests in Progress 


The report of long-time tests in progress during the 
month of May shows a large number of outstanding rec- 
ords. The highest production in pounds of fat is that of 
the junior three-year-old, S. F..K. P. Segis, a daughter of 
Spring Farm King Pontiac 6th. Her figures were 98.227 
pounds. This is a remarkable start on another splendid 
year’s work for this heifer. 

Heading the full-aged class are a number of old friends. 
First comes Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d with 98.114 
pounds fat in almost her fifth month in test. She has the 
remarkable total of 505.714 pounds fat in 143 days. 

Closely following her in second place is Tilly Alcar- 
tra with 97.151 pounds fat and the biggest milk production 
of the entire report, 3,373.3 pounds in her fifth month after 
calving. Her total in 145 days is 15,289.7 pounds milk, 
and 512.448 pounds fat. It will thus be seen that Tilly

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Despair in Berlin 


pial Bn MARNE DEFEAT,” says the Berliner Tage- 
blatt, one of the principal newspapers of Germany, 
“has produced unspeakable scenes of despair in Berlin. 
Such outbreaks of utter discouragement and down-heart- 
edness never before were witnessed.” 

The reason is not far to find. The populace of Ber- 
lin had been fed with lies concerning America’s contribu- 
tion to the strength of the Entente from the time this 
country entered the war. It had been told that the only 
Americans at the front were a comparatively small body 
that was being used as a gang of laborers and not as fight- 
ing men. It had been assured that even should any con- 
siderable force of American soldiers enter the conflict at 
a later date, they would be merely boasters, utterly in- 
experienced in the methods of modern warfare, and not 
amenable to the discipline that is all-important in this 
great struggle. 

Then came the awakening. No wonder Berlin was 
plunged into despair. If American troops have already 
done so much, what may be expected when their numbers 
are quadrupled, with four times as many still to go if 
they are needed? 

The first victories of Americans in the field have 
shattered the morale of German soldiers and German 
civilians. Now, while Berlin despairs and the foe general- 
ly is tottering, it is for those of us who remain at home 
to deliver a shrewd, stunning blow on our own account. 

In a few weeks, our government will offer a Fourth 
Liberty Loan. With Berlin in the condition described by 
the Tageblatt, it is not difficult to imagine the eagerness 
with which this campaign will be followed in the German 
capital. It is for everyone of us now to dedicate him- 
self to the purpose of giving such an object lesson to Ber- 
lin that despair there may be replaced by determination 
‘to overthrow the rulers who have brought the country to 
tuin by systematic misleading of the people. 





A Good Suggestion 


W. LEHMAN of the University of Missouri sug- 
e gests that replacement for broken parts from farm 
machinery be ordered at this time even though the ma- 
chinery itself may not be used until next year. The farmer 
now has in mind the worn or broken parts of the machine 
he has just been using and by ordering them immediately 
he can make sure that every machine will be in running 
condition when it is needed. If this ordering of new parts 
is postponed until a later ddy it may be overlooked until 
the actual time for using the machine arrives. Another 
consideration is the question of service. Many implement 
makers are taking on a constantly increasing amount of 
‘war supply work, and this fact in connection with trans- 
portation uncertainties adds to the soundness of Mr. Leh- 
man’s suggestion that these parts be ordered right now 
while the subject is fresh in mind. 









Dairy Breed Boosters 


A WELL deserved tribute is given in a recent number 
of the lowa Homestead to the important part played 
by the breeders of purebred dairy cattle in advancing the 
cause of dairying in general. This cornbelt publication, 
which has a definite leaning toward the beef industry, we 
believe presents a fair statement of the case when it says 
that much of the progress in dairy cattle breeding may be 
justly credited to worthy efforts of the several record asso. 
ciations and their members. Continuing we quote: “For 
years the adherents of each dairy breed have assumed a 
responsibility of informing the public as to the advantages 
of the dairy business and more especially as to the merits 
of that particular breed. * * * An element of fairness 
and broadmindedness always characterizes the boosters for 
each breed. There is no bitter antagonism between any 
two. There is friendly rivalry, but this is of the construc- 
tive type. There is nothing in it to tear down the good 
work that is being done in favor of dairy cattle of other 
colors and slightly different characteristics. Dairying and 
its allied interests, especially the purebred cattle business, 
are put first.” The Homestead then goes on to say that 
any man has the right to:feel an immense pride in the 
breed of his choice and that any of the dairy breeds is 
worthy of its best efforts. The work of the several breeds 
of dairy cattle is likened to the great allied army now in 
Europe. The make-up of the several sections differ and the 
methods and manner of attack may differ somewhat. The 
object in each case is the same and the success of each 
is a success for the other. Notice is taken of the fact 
that no single groun of men have owned the greater pro- 
portion of the noteworthy animals. Great performances 
of individual cows have not been confined to any one breed 
or locality. In conclusion the Homestead says: “Rivalry 
within the breed has doubtless added materially to prog- 
ress. Rivalry between breeds has aided in constructive 
bréeding. The field of dairy husbandry is broad enough 
for all breeds. Boosters of each breed are showing wis- 
dom in spending their whole energy in pushing forward.” 


Boosting Through Your Breed Paper 


NE sentence in the editorial referred to above has a 

special significance. “The cow that makes a world’s 
record does not have time to rest over night until the 
world is informed of the fact.” This statement strikes us 
as a splendid testimonial to the efficiency of the publica- 
tions devoted to the dairy breeds. In this field we take 
not a little pride that the World is the largest and most 
widely distributed of any of the various breed papers, On 
the whole, we believe the case for these publications has 
not been overstated as all of them appreciate the news 
value for their particular breed in a startling performance - 
for one of its members. The importance of the work they 
are doing along this line cannot be overestimated and is, 
we believe, not generally appreciated to its full extent. We 
have for a long time contended that the breeder who sent 
along good photographs of his high class animals and 
wrote his breed publication promptly whenever any de- 
velopments of interest came within his notice, was bene- 
fiting himself most of all, but at the same time was doing 
constructive service for the breed and, lastly. was helping 


to make the publication of greater interest. Therefore, the 


next time you receive a communication from the editor 
asking for photographs and information concerning your 
Holsteins do not view it as a nuisance which you will take 
care of when you have time, but consider it in its true 
light as benefiting yourself first and most of all. Consider 
it as a part of your duty to your breed to assist in extend- 
ing its influence, and lastly, consider the edito: in his 
efforts to build an interesting sheet that will in itself help 
extend the influence and sell the idea of your favorite 
breed. Also, if you do not receive a letter from the cditor 
with a specific request, consider that such‘ material is al- 
ways welcome and make this printed invitation a personal 
one unto yourself.

E cannot always understand the motive that im- 
W pels another to invest a huge sum of money in some 
pet enterprise. Each one of a score of persons 
might give a different guess as to the reason for the en- 
thusiasm that causes an investor to go beyond all pre- 
cedent in what might be termed extravagant buying. Just 
at present the most interesting, not to say exciting, subject 
for discussion among Holstein breeders is the new price 
for a bull, a doubling of the previous world’s record price 
within a year. The Carnation people know why they paid 
the price, and the rest of us ought to be able to give a 
mighty good guess. 

It was not the almost perfect individuality of the calt 
that caused all price records to be broken—others are just 
as good. It was not the butter records of its ancestors 
that did it—others with much higher record backing have 
sold for much less. It would seem that our most far- 
sighted Holstein breeders are taking my own view of the 
best method of keeping the Holstein cow at the head of 
the procession. I have frequently expressed my view in 
this one sentence, “You can fool a Holstein into giving 
high testing milk, but you can’t fool her into giving a great 
quantity of milk.” ; 

The outstanding difference between this famous calf 
and others is his enormous milk inheritance, May Echo 
Sylvia, the dam, holds so many records in the line of milk 
production that there is no room for more. While it wor- 
ries the average Holstein to give 60 pounds per day this 
great champion averaged 129 pounds for 100 days. The 
beauty of it all is that she is not a mere accident, but she 
has inherited her famous powers from remarkable ances- 
tors. Having a royal inheritance as a milk producer she 
should become famous as a transmitter of milking ten- 
dencies to future generations. Other cows might be 
named that have very good records but without any par- 
ticular inheritance as milkers; they seem to be mere ac- 
cidents, and few breeders would care to gamble on their 
chances to perpetuate their own characteristics. ; 

Where did May Echo Sylvia get her phenomenal milk- 
ing qualities? Certainly from both sides of her pedigree, 
although I have yet to see a single word that would in- 
dicate that she has inherited even one small virtue from 
her sire, Inka Sylvia Beets Posch, who has another daugh- 
ter with 33 pounds butter from over 700 pounds of milk. 
His milk inheritance is too good to be set aside in our 
endeavor to trace the astonishing abilities of this great 


cow. The first “Sylvia” appearing in this pedigree, or in - 


any pedigree, I believe, is Carmen Sylvia that made 19.33 
pounds butter from 529 pounds of milk. If the reader 
will observe the milk records as given in the Blue Book 
he will find comparatively few as high as 500 pounds im 
seven days. Cows with two daughters with milk records

over 540 pounds each are just about as 
scarce as “hen teeth” but Carmen Sylvia had 
two daughters with records of 543 and 568 
pounds, the higher record by Inka Sylvia, 
whose daughter, Inka Sylvia De Kol, made 
over 26 pounds butter from 605 pounds 
milk, and it is this cow that has the distinc- 
tion of being the dam of Inka Sylvia Beets 
Posch, whose sire, Sir Alta Posch Beets, is 
by Sir Pietertje Posch who has a daughter 
close to the 700-pound mark, a second over 
600 pounds, and two others over 560 pounds. 
Sir Pietertje Posch is from the former 
world’s record two-year-old, Alta Posch 27 
pounds butter from 586 pounds of milk. 


The Posch strain is of more than ordin- 
ary notoriety in milk and butter produc- 
tion; in fact, is just about the best in Can- 
ada where many very eminent Holsteins 
have been bred and developed. It may be 
interesting to see a list of some noted cows 
of Posch breeding. It is of considerable of 
a task to keep up with the Posch records as 
the Canadian records are not all reported 
in our Blue Book, and only a few Canadian 
Holsteins are registered in our Herd Books. 
Below is a partial list of 30-pound cows: 

In a short investigation I have found 
about six score of the Posch tribe in addi- 
tion to the above list that have made 
milk records running from 500 to 675 pounds... Al- 
though the list is incomplete, still I believe that it proves 
that there never could have been an equal to May Echo 
Sylvia without the great milking Posch blood that comes 
through her almost neglected sire.

The dam of this great cow, May Echo Verbelle, has 
rightly been mentioned very frequently in connection with 
the 1,000-pound milk record, and she cannot be mentioned 
too frequently, as her breeding powers are very great, she 
having four daughters with milk records of 603, 663, 701 
and 1,005 pounds, and butter records of 21, 28, 33 and 41 
pounds. Her own record is 29.89 pounds butter from 660 
pounds milk. The next dam is May Echo, 31.34 pounds. 
butter from 726 pounds milk and. better still, a year’s rec-- 
ord of 1,042 pounds butter from 23,707 pounds milk. 

The sire of the $100,000 calf, King Echo Sylvia Johan- 
na, carries an abundance of the blood that does things in 
the lines of both milk and butter production. His sire, 
Avondale Pontiac Echo, is from May Echo Sylvia, already 
mentioned as the dam of the calf and is by King Pontiac 
Artis Canada who is by King of the Pontiacs and out of 
Pontiac Artis, 31.71 pounds butter from 550 pounds 
milk and 1,077 pounds butter from 21,385 pounds milk 
in a year. She was by Hengerveld De Kol, who has 116 rec- 
ord daughters, 35 of which made over 500 pounds of milk 
in seven days. The dam of King Echo Sylvia Johanna is 
Belle Model Johanna 2d -that made a record of 37 pounds 
butter from 546 pounds milk and at next freshening made 
37.33 pounds from 568 pounds milk. It is a pity that these 
two 37-pound records had to be made from milk testing 
well above 5 per cent. It is the writer’s opinion that Belle

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KING PONTIAC MAYFLOWER 
DEAD 


King Pontiac Mayflower, the fa- 
mous 3l-pound son of King of the 
Pontiacs, formerly heading the herd 
of H. M. Dunham & Son, Marcellus, 
N. Y., recently died of blood poison- 
ing. His disposition was becoming 
rather cross-grained and he was there- 
fore dehorned.

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The development of the Holstein 
breed in Australia has not assumed 
the proportions that are to be found 
in New Zealand, in which latter jg. 
land there is considerable activity ip 
making official records with a num. 
ber of performances which rank with 
the best ever made by representatives 
of this breed. However, the breed is 
getting a foothold in Australia and 
that means that it will be only a ques- 
tion of time and education before 
considerable progress can be record- 
ed in that country also. The accom- 
panying illustrations, showing four 
purebred Holsteins owned by Eric 
George Jones of Sydney, Australia, 
represent animals of good type, these 
particular individuals being successful 
contenders at the Sydney Royal Show 
which is the largest livestock exhibi- 
tion held in Australia. The three 
heifers were all bred in New Zealand 
and sired by a bull- imported from 
America, Woodcrest Pietje Pontiac, a 
son of King Segis Pontiac Alcartra - 
and Pietje 22d’s Daughter, the 25- 
pound daughter of the foundation 
cow, Pietje 22d. These heifers were 
bred by John Donald of Westmere, 
New Zealand, who is one of the most 
successful breeders of that country. 
One of the heifers, Woodcrest Neth- 
erland Queen, who was a first prize 
winner at the Sydney Royal Show, is 
from a daughter of Netherland Prin- 
cess 4th, the champion producer of 
New Zealand with a record of over 
900 pounds butter in a year as a two- 
year-old. Woodcrest Princess Paul; 
the third prize heifer, is from a ma- 
ternal sister to Netherland Princess 
4th. The young bull, who is certainly 
a splendid individual youngster, bred 
in New Zealand, is a grandson of 
Pietje 22d’s Son.

FIGURES ON DAIRY PRODUCTS 


The Bureau of Markets of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
has issued a preliminary summary of 
production of condensed and evapor- 
ated milk for June 1917 and 1918 and 
similar figures for creamery butter 
and oleomargarine covering the same 
period. The figures for creamery 
butter from 3,201 factories reporting 
show 94,461,845 pounds as against ~ 
91,184,427 pounds for the month of 
June a year ago, an increase of 3.59 
per cent. Oleomargarine from vege- 
table oils has increased from 808,599 
pounds in June 1917 to 3,729,184 
pounds in June 1918, an increase of 
over -361 per cent. Oleomargarine 
made from a combination of animal 
and vegetable oils has decreased from 
16,646,774 to 15,198,659 or a decrease 
of 8.7 per cent. Production of con- 
densed and evaporated milk have. 
shown a marked increase due in large 
measure no doubt to the great quan- 
tities exported for the use of our 
boys in France. A grand total of 
157,850,405 pounds is the very re- 
spectable showing for the month of 
June 1918, considering both bulk and 
case goods. This is an increase of 


20.83 per cent over the correspond- 


ing period a year ago. Unsweetened 
evaporated, unskimmed milk has in- 
creased from 79,033,714 to 86,787,826 


‘pounds or 9.81 per cent, while sweet- 


ened condensed unskimmed milk has 
increased from 18,965,053 to 26,785,524 
or 41.24 per cent, the figure in both 
instances referring to case goods.

The management of Spokane Inter-State Fair and 
Livestock Show writes that in spite of war conditions, 
there seems to be among all people of the Inland Empire 
more of an interest in the coming fair for this year than 
has been shown for many years. Concession and exhi- 
bition space has sold more readily than for sometime, and 
indicates an active financial interest in the success of the 
show, which is holding its 25th Anniversary Exhibition 
this year. 
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CULVER GOING TO MINNESOTA ONLY 


V. S. Culver of Far Oaks Farm, Stillwater, Minn., 
whose show herd was such a strong factor all around the 
circuit last year, writes as follows regarding his plans for 
the show circuit this fall. “We shall show only at the 
Minnesota State Fair this year. Our exhibit will consist 
of two daughters and three sons of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, the grand champion at Iowa last year. 
These calves are all under a year, but are made up of 
the right sort of quality and type to make a very com- 
mendable appearance. We are also going to show Pelagie 
Wayne Rag Apple King, who is now in her junior year- 
ling form. She was undefeated last fall as a junior calf 
throughout the entire circuit and was thrice junior cham- 
pion. She is continuing in the same form she carried 
last year. She is now safe in calf to King Segis Pontiac 
Count and we think that next year she will make some two- 
year-old for our herd. We plan on making the entire cir- 
cuit next year. We shall have our Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King at the head of our herd, with the 
younger classes made up entirely of his get. This year 
we are conditioning most of ovr females for A. R. O. 
work and continuing them semi-official, so hardly feel we 
could be justified in breaking up our plans to go out on 
circuit.” 


BAILEY GOING OUT FOR CANADIAN NATIONAL 


The following letter from W. G. Bailey, Paris, Ont., 
gives some of the details concerning the string of Hol- 
steins he will have on exhibition at the Canadian National 
this year. Last year Mr. Bailey was the heaviest winner 
at this greatest Holstein Show in the Dominion and as 
will be seen from his letter, he expects to do even better 
this year. American breeders will be especially interested 
in Mr. Bailey’s remarks because he is seriously consid- 
ering a trip to the National Dairy Show at Columbus in 
October. 

“I have been quite busy lately putting a few of the 
finishing touches on the 18 head that I am taking to the 
Canadian National Exhibition. I think, in looking them 
over, that I have a string that will make a better show- 
ing than I did last fall. The cattle are in fairly good 
shape but the flies have been very hard on them for the 
past month. 

“King Sylvia Keyes, my junior herd sire, will head 
the string this year. He is in great shape and has de- 
veloped into a wonderful two-year-old bull and I think he 
will easily fill the place that my old bull did, Lakeview 
Dutchland Hengerveld 2d. ‘King’ sure has the right 
breeding also as he has 62% per cent the blood of May 
Echo Sylvia, the dam of the $106,000 calf. His 20 nearest 
relatives average 641.4 pounds of milk with 32.95 pounds 
of butter and his dam and five sisters average 115 pounds 
of milk per day. In my herd I have 22 mature cows that 
have milked over 80 pounds of milk per day and some over 
100 pounds so that the production back of the stock from 
this combination should be something great. 

“The females that I will exhibit are the winners at the 
Canadian National last year together with other mature 
and young stock that I have bought and raised in the past 
year. I believe that these 18 head will be the straightest 
and the greatest bunch for size and individuality that I 
have ever seen together. My grand champion cow at the 
Western Fair will be shown as a dry cow. She, I believe, 
is as fine a cow and as near perfect as I have ever seen 
and with this she is a producer. 

“T will show a half sister to May Echo Sylvia in the 
dry class also. She is a vety large and strong cow, milked 
80 pounds per day at three years old.” 


MADISON COUNTY ARRANGING STATE FAIR 
EXHIBIT 


A committee consisting of A. A. Hartshorn, ex-presi- 
dent of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
John H. Broad, president of the Madison-Chenango Hol- 
stein Club and J. R. Dice, head of the Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry at Morrisville Agricultural Schools, has 
recently visited many of the Holstein breeders of Madi- 
son county for the purpose of getting together an exhibit 
of Holsteins for the state fair. Madison county claims a 
greater number of Holstein cattle within its borders than 
any other county in the United States, and should be able 
to niake a splendid showing. 
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EXTENDED PREMIUM LIST AT CONNECTICUT

King of the Pontiacs leads in the 
yearly rating by a comfortable margin. 
In fat production his daughters ay.. 
erage 222 per cent above the require- 
ments for entry of semi-official records 
into the Blue Book. his is, indeed 
a significant fact since he has twice as 
many yearly record daughters as any 
other century sire. 

Colantha Johanna Lad stands sec- 
ond with a rating of 212. He has but 
10 yearly record daughters, but these 
rate sufficiently high to give their sire 
the same rank which he held in the 
seven-day rating. 

Homestead Girl De Kol Sarcastic 
Lad and De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d 
are tied for third and fourth places, 
Since the former has twice as many . 
yearly record daughters as the latter, 
he is given third place. 

Pontiac Korndyke, Hengerveld De 
Kol and Paul Beets De Kol rank fifth, 
sixth and seventh, respectively. Their 
ratings approach very closely 200 per 
cent, but are based on a comparatively 
small number of animals. 

Aaggie Cornucopia Johanna Lad is 
eighth on the list with a rating of 179. 
He also has a small number of yearly 
record daughters. Lord Netherland 
De Kol has but one daughter in the 
yearly division and she rates com- 
paratively low. 


Summary and Conclusions 


In summing our comparisons of the 
century sires and drawing conclusions 
we appreciate to the fullest extent that 
the reputation of a sire depends a 
great deal upon the opportunity which 
he is given to sire a large number ot 
daughters and upon the opportunities 
which the latter are given to make 
high records. 

In these comparisons we find that 
no one animal can claim undisputed 
supremacy in all cases. There has 
been one sire, however, who has stood 
out as being the greatest century sire 
that ever lived. King of the Pontiacs 
must be placed in a class by himself, 
since no other century sire can enter 
into a real comparison with him. [In 
our judgment, the most equitable basis 
for comparison of sires is the rating 
of the daughters as described in Bul- 
letin 153 of the Utah station. When 
the century sires were .compared by . 
this method, King of the Pontiacs ex- 
celled the others to such an extent 
a they can hardly be classed with 

im. 

Of the eight remaining sires, Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad bids fair for sec- 
ond place. He ranks second only to 
King of the Pontiacs in both the 
seven-day and yearly ratings. His 
daughters also average exceptionally 
high in milk production. Colantha Jo- 
hanna Lad has proved beyond a doubt 
that it is possible to correlate high 
milk yield and high fat content. 

Pontiac Korndyke is the only re- 
maining active century sire of excep- 
tional merit. He ranks close to Co- 
lantha Johanna Lad in the comparison 
of seven-day ratings, but is fifth in the 
comparison of yearly ratings. He has 
five yearly record daughters, one of 
which rates low enough to place this 
-great sire fifth in the comparison of 
yearly ratings.

with an average of better than 105 pounds milk per day for the first five 
months bids fair to establish a new world’s record for the year, and will al- 
most certainly become the first 30,000-pound repeater with the possibility of 
three years records averaging over 30,000 pounds. 

Among the other records in this report well advanced and which indicate 
sensational work at the finish are Lady Mutual Friend with 757 pounds fat 
in 251 days; Fryslan Waldorf with 533 pounds fat in 179 days, her milk pro- 
duction being over 16,000 pounds; Miss Pietertje Alexina 2d with 779 pounds 
in 260 days, Lena De Kol 3d, an 11-year-old with:-798 pounds in 298 days and 
others of almost equal merit.

spirited men, could well act as the 
farmer’s mouth-piece in such cases 
and matters. It could both gather the 
needed facts and give them the neces- 
sary publicity; and its word would 
count for something. No private in- 
dividual can do these things for him- 
self. He can’t afford it. His word 
would not count. No more valuable 
service has been done the farmer re- 
cently than the investigations and re- 
ports of the milk commission, based 
on the data collected by Professor 
Anderson of M. A. C., and others. The 

results are well known. 

Naturally we all have a mild curious 
interest to know whether we are mak- 
ing or losing in any line of farming; 
but frequently the margin is wide 
enough that we need no bookkeeper 
to tell us the harrowing details, and it 
doesn’t hurt quite so bad if the facts 
are never absolutely known and the 
known forgotten as soon as possible. 
But we do very much want, and are 
vitally interested in having other 
people know what production costs 
the consumer. 

We want other farmers. to know, 
because no form of competition is so 
discouraging as the competition of 
the man who insists and persists in pro- 
ducing and selling at a loss. In most 
businesses this sort of competition 
would be short, and it would be in 
farming but for the fact that many 
farmers do not have to pay any wages 
nor interest. They own the equip. 
ment, do the work themselves, and 
live on about half of the going rate 
of interest on their capital. Most of 
the men doing this do not realize what 
they are doing, and would quit if con- 
vinced of the facts, and leave the field 
to those so situated that they should 
engage in some occupation in which 
they can earn a living profit. 

Secondly, we want the consumer to 
know what the cost of production is, 
so that he will not think he is being 
robbed when he pays a living price. 
If he knows that the price is fair he 
will pay it ungrudgingly, though he 
dislikes to part with the money, 
whereas, he would be spiteful and bit- 
ter if he thought he were overcharged 
and by his opposition he might, nay 
usually does, avoid payment, prevent 
the price being obtained, curtail con- 
sumption, etc. 

Let us have an organization to find 
the cost of production as well as to 
help market the goods, and to give 
proper publicity to the facts. Let us

DAIRY COW AN ECONOMICAL 
PRODUCER 

Two facts stand out prominently as 
reasons for the increased production 
and use of milk. The first is that 
milk as purchased on the market 
usually supplies food material together 
with the growth-producing elements 
more economically than either meat 
or eggs. The second reason is that 
the dairy cow is the most economical 
producer of animal food. One great 
law of food conservation is to turn 
inedible feeds into edible foods in the 
cheapest possible manner. The dairy 
cow will utilize coarse materials, in- 
édible to humans—such as_ grass, 
cornstalks and hay—and will turn 
them into milk. Other farm animals 
also are converters of coarse rough- 
age into edible foods, but are not so 
efficient as the dairy cow. 
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INFERIOR FEEDS IN 
MOURNING 

Albany, Aug. 20th.—Protecting pur- 
chasers of feeds from practices of sub- 
stituting inferior ingredients ‘at prices 
of prime products, the New York State 
Food Commission at its last meeting 
adopted a complete set of rules relat- 
ing to the handling and sale of feeds 
and feeding stuffs. 

It designated a list of materials as 
“adulterants” including screenings, 
grain cleanings, chaff, oat or other 
grain hulls, peat, moss, ground hay, 
elevator sweepings, ground corncobs 
and stalks. Many of these are being 
— as “filler” in the feeds ordinarily 
sold. 

The rules also provide that if any of 
these inferior ingredients are used they 
must be tagged or labeled showing the 
exact amount of each ingredient. This 
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is a regulation which will inform eye 
farmer as to just what he is buying if pe 
he cares to look at the labels. 

The most interesting of the rules 
adopted is that a blank tag must be at, 
tached to every package of feed sold if 
it contains any of the inferior ma. 
terials named and falls below 9 pep 
cent of protein or comes above 10 per 
cent of fiber. This tag must be print. 
ed in white and give the list of all 
the ingredients of the feed and the 
pg“ si each.

By the action of the United States 
Livestock Sanitary Association at 
Chicago December 4, 1917, and 
through the co-operation which the 
Wisconsin State Department of Ag- 
riculture at the capitol has arranged 
with the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
the Wisconsin Accredited Herd Sys- 
tem has been made a national sys- 
tem and will hereafter be known as 
the State and Federal Accredited 
Herd System. 

The qualifications for this co-oper- 
ative list will be practically the same 
as those formerly required for the 
State Accredited Herds, and all of 
the herds of the State Accredited List 
will be transferred to the new list as 
soon as they have fully qualified. 

All states, and foreign nations as 
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well, now thoroughly appreciate the 
importance of keeping out bovine 
tuberculosis by preventing it from 
being shipped in through the impor- 
tation of cattle. Practically all state 
authorities full recognize the fact 
that a single animal tested from a 
herd which has not been tested be- 
fore is an unsafe animal as she may 
carry the germ in an undeveloped 
state later to develop into a com- 
plete tubercular condition. They 
recognize the fact that the only safe 
herds from which to make purchases 
are those that are tested annually un- 
der the supervision of state and fed- 
eral authorities. 

Many states in the union have al- 
ready taken the position that all ani- 
mals shipped in must be subject to a 
retest 60 days after their arrival, re-

The European nations now at war 
have practically destroyed their 
strains of dairy cattle. Fortunately 
Wisconsin and the other great dairy 
states have secured the pick of the 
great herds of Europe and have bred 
from them better strains of livestock 
than Europe has ever had. When the 
war is closed, we shall have to re- 
stock Europe and return to them the 
Holsteins, Guernseys, Brown Swiss, 
Shorthorns and other valuable 
strains of livestock. 

Naturally these countries will per- 
mit no tubercular animals to be im- 
ported. The accredited herds will, 
therefore, play the most important 


‘part in the rehabilitation, and the 


owners of state and federal accredit- 
ed herds will undoubtedly reap the 
largest share of this trade. 

The State Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Federal Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, therefore, sends out an 
urgent appeal to county agents, live- 
stock breeders’ associations, bull as- 
sociations, cow testing associations, 
and all other livestock interests to im- 
mediately urge the preparation of 
herds for the Wisconsin State and 
Federal Accredited Herd List, se- 
cure signatures of people who wish to 
have their herds tested for this pur- 
pose, send them in to the Department 
of Agriculture, and make arrange- 
ments for tests by local veterinarians 
certified to make accredited herd 
tests by the department. 

The state and bureau requires tem- 
peratures to be taken at intervals of 
two hours to be conducted up to the 
twentieth hour from the time of in- 
jection, thus securing seven tempera- 
ture records after the hour of the in- 
jection of tuberculin. By the co-op- 
erative plan local veterinarians who 
have been apes by the depart- 
ment can make the first annual or 
the first two semi-annual tests, but 
when making the last test, they must 
be accompanied by a state or federal 
inspector as no herds will be accred- 
ited other than those whose tests 
have been thus supervised by a state 
or federal employe.

The President of the United States: will soon announce by proclama- 
tion, a Registration Day to be held as early in September as possible. 
More than 2,000,000 men are needed to put our army on a 5,000,000 
men basis. 13,000,000 are expected to register. 

Class one is nearly exhausted. This Class must be replenished from 
new registrants not later than October Ist. 


Who must register : 


All men from 18 to 20 years of age, inclusive, and 
All men from 32 to 45 years of age, inclusive, should watch closely for the President’s 
Proclamation, definitely designating who must register. 


Where you will register : 


In the customary voting precincts in the jurisdiction of your Local Selective Service or 
at other points to be designated. 


Sick and non-resident registrants : 


These will be furnished cards by their Local Boards. The sick will be registered by 
persons deputized to do so. Non-residents may register by mail through the County or 
City Clerk of the place at which they are stopping. Special provision will be made for 
felons, persons awaiting trial and others confined in jails or institutions. 


The Government of the United States asks your hearty co-operation with your Local 
Board in making the registration a complete 100 per cent catalogue of every man of 
the ages to be announced in the President’s Proclamation. Selection will take place 
later by the usual classification method. 


The penalty for failure“to register is one year imprisonment and NO man can exonerate him- 
self by the payment of a fine.
